The results of the 1960 campaign for the Alumni 
Fund in Loyola College, which opened last February, are 
encouraging, but far from complete. 

Gifts range from $1 and $2 to those of $100, but the 
average contribution is around $15. 

Have you asked yourself, or others, how this money 
is used? We would like to use this opportunity to give you 
an idea of the many places your dollars are put to work in 
your name on behalf of Loyola. 

First, we could list the $200 graduate bursary award- 
ed each year to some worthy Loyola graduate to assist in 
his further studies, 

Second, we have a $100 undergraduate bursary to 
assist a boy in Loyola College. 

Third, we give a gold medal to a high school gradu- 
ate chosen for four years’ proficiency in studies, athletics 
and extra-curricular activities. 

The publishing and mailing expenses of this quarter- 
ly are kept as low as possible, but nevertheless do cost 
money. 

Then of course, there is the salary of the secretary 
and the general office expenses to be taken care of, Every 
year our membership increases and we must consider our- 
selves fortunate to be able to operate without more staff. 
We are also fortunate that Loyola College so generously 
permits the Association to have an office on the premises 
rent free. Any businessman can appreciate the financial 
saving there. 

This year, a big step — and financially demanding 
one — is the establishment of the Loyola Alumni Student 
Loan Fund. 

It is hoped that more alumni will take their turn 
serving on the Executive and as chairmen of events to 
gain an idea of how well your representatives plan and 
co-operate to use the money you entrust to them to its 
best advantage. 

They will feel well rewarded for giving up their time 
on your behalf if you will be generous in your financial 
support through your tax deductible donation to The Alum- 
ni Fund for Loyola College. 







Loyola Alumni Association to Aid 


Deserving Students 


The establishment of the Loyola Alumni Association 
Student Loan Fund, to assist deserving students to com- 
plete their college education, has been announced by 
Loyola’s Rector, Very Rev. Patrick G. Malone, S.J., at 
the College Convocation held on May 28. 

The Fund, valued at $14,000, will be managed by 
the Loyola Alumni Association, which will make loans to 
students recommended by the College. The money will be 
loaned out in varying amounts, depending upon individual 
needs, and will be repayable after graduation or leaving 
Loyola. A minimal interest charge will be made on all 
loans. 

Applications for the loan should be addressed to the 
Registrar, Loyola College, and will not be made public 
knowledge, unless by the student himself, 

The capital for the Fund comes from the members of 
Association who, for several years now, have been con- 
tributing towards this project in various ways. 

After expressing the appreciation of the College 
authorities to the Association for the establishment of the 
Fund, Father Rector said, the College hoped that ‘‘the sum 
will grow to meet some of the many requests which the 
College receives for financial assistance. ’’ 

It is the hope of the Alumni Association that many 
of the members will remember their budget-stretching days 
of yore — which certainly did not add to their peace of 
mind — by sending a donation so that the students, who 
have the ability to go out into the world, will have our 
support and blessing.

FATHER FILION CELEBRATES 
HIS DIAMOND JUBILEE 


One of the best known and best loved Jesuit Fathers 
at Loyola College, Rev. John Milway Filion, S.J., this 
year celebrates his diamond jubilee as a member of the 
Society of Jesus. 

Father Filion was born June 2, 1878, at Grenville, 
where he also received his early education. Later he at- 
tended St. Therese College, St. Therese, and graduated 
from Loyola’s mother college St. Mary’s College, in Mont- 
real. 

He entered the Society of Jesus at St. Joseph’s 
Novitiate, Sault-aux-Recollets, in February, 1900. Two 
years later he was transferred to St. Andrew’s on Hudson, 
Poughkeepsie, N.Y., for his second year of Juniorate. 

From 1904 to 1907 he studied philosophy at Mont- 
real’s Immaculate Conception College, and theology from 
1912 to 1916 at St. Beuno’s College, St. Asaph, North 
Wales. He was ordained in July 1915, at St. Ignatius Col- 
lege, Miltown Park, Dublin. 

Father Filion began his distinguished career of 
teaching and administration in 1903 at Montreal’s Loyola 
College, and from 1907 to 1912 he taught at St. Boniface 
College, St. Boniface, Man. In 1917, after his final year 
of ascetical philosophy at Hales Place, Canterbury, En- 
gland, Father Filion returned to Loyola College to teach 
philosophy and was named vice-rector. 

In June, 1918, Father Filion was named Provincial 
of the Canadian Province and supervised the division of 
Canadian Province of the Society of Jesus into the Prov- 
ince of LowerCanada and Vice-Province of Upper Canada, 
becoming the Provincial of the latter in 1924. 

Also in 1918, he supervised the building of Campion 
College, Regina, Sask., where he taught philosophy bet- 
ween 1928 and 1932, and again from 1935 to 1940. 

Father Filion also served as assistant of St. Igna- 
tius Parish in Winnipeg in 1932-34, and in 1935 at Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont. 

During the war and immediate post-war years, he 
taught religion and French at St. Mary’s University in 
Halifax, and returned to Loyola in 1947 to teach religion 
and assume the duties of spiritual father. 

In summer of 1958, Father Filion left Loyola for one 
year on special assignment as chaplain of the Sisters of 
the Love of Jesus, St. Mary's Convent, Victoria, B.C., 
he has been living, until a few weeks ago in semi-retire- 
ment at Loyola College here. 

However, of all his considerable accomplishments, 
Father Filion is proudest of the role he played in the 
transfer of the North American Martyrs’ Shrine from Wau- 
baushene to its present site near Midland, Ont., in June 
1926. His work as the sole planner, architect and chief 
contractor made the Martyrs’ Shrine one of the best-known 
and most-visited shrines in North America. 

Father Filion has returned to Midland recently and 
everyone at Loyola regretted to see him leave. Wewish 


him well in the future.
